With six illegal kills a1 really re­ 
ported, Ia o C. Bushman, Adams coun- 
tyTfam e vvardeTU who has been ITT the 
South Mountains day and night since 
the opening of the deer season, Wed­ 
nesday, today reported that indica­ 
tions are that mare cloes and spike 
bucks will he killed this year than 
last. 
Up to noon today, no arrests for 
illegal killing of does and spike bucks 
had been made by Mr. Busshman, al­ 
though he was investigating 
clues 
which bad flittered through to him 
from the various sections <,f the moun­ 
tain o f hunters who had killed deer 
illegally. 
Late Thursday evening Mr. Bush­ 
man brought three does and three 
spike bucks to Gettysburg for distri­ 
bution among public institutions. One 
of the illegal kills was sent to the 
Hanover General Hospital 
and the 
others will be given to the Hoffman 
Orphanage, the Annie AI. 
Warner 
Hospital and Paradise Protectorate.

evening, Mr. Bushman said he had at 
least eight illegal kills to collect to­ 
day, an uunusually large numbe r for 
IP early in the season. 
Mr. Bushman has called attention 
of sportsmen to the necc.-rity o f exer­ 
cising extreme care before diawing a 
bead on a deer to ascertain if the 
annual h a* the legal two point* on at 
least one (>f the antlers. 
When deer are killed accidentally, 
Mr. Bushman >aid a hun tar should 
immediately report 
the killing to 
the nearest deputy game warden so 
that the matter may be properly set­ 
tled without embarrassment to 
the 
sportsman. 
Members of camps, Mr. Bushman 
said are usually more careful not to 
shoot does and spike bucks than day 
hunters and “ snipers,'* who shoot and 
clear out before they can be appre­ 
hended.

West Virginia 
Tourists

Students in Educational Courses 
and Faculty Members Or­ 
ganize Branch Here. 


The farmers of West Virginia who 
passed through Gettysburg last sum ­ 
mer on their way to the Sesquicen­ 
tennial received a practical lesson in 
forestry' that has made a lasting im ­ 
pression after traversing the Lincoln 
Highway between Chambersburg and 
Gettysburg, according to Thomas W. 
Skuee, extension 
forester 
of 
West 
Virginia, in a letter to the Pennsyl­ 
vania Department 
of 
Forests 
and 
Waters. 
During the tour of the farm ers a 
stop was made at Caledonia und a 
number of the party inspected the 
white pine 
plantation 
located near 
that place. 
So impressed were they 
by the manner in which Pennsylvania 
is replenishing her forests that they 
are planning to try the same plan in 
their state. 
The communication of Mr. Skuce 
telling of the interest taken by the 
farmers in reforestation follows: 
“ Some of our farm ers in the E a st­ 
ern 
Panhandle, 
particularly 
in 
Berkeley, 
Morgan 
and 
Jefferson 
counties, 
recently 
made 
a 
drive 
(through Pennsylvania, and incidental­ 
ly stopped at the 
Caledonia

Forest Park and looked over the near­ 
by forest 
tree 
plantations. 
They 
were so impressed 
that immediately

their return

asking for white pine seedlings, and 
; before I had a chance to reply to their 
j request, they had already lined out

j of the young trees.

I am writing this letter to 
you so that you

may gain inspiration from the Penn­ 
sylvania plantings.”

The- Gettysburg National Ceme­ 
tery is a comparatively small one 
cf the 84. although few are more 
attractive or better kept than the 
one here. 
There are only 2099 


known dear! and 
1639 unknown 


dead, a total of 3738, in the Get­ 
tysburg et meter?, including sol­ 
diers, and their widows, of all 
wars since the Civil War. 


The Arlington National Ceme­ 
tery, with an area of 408 
acres, 
is not only the largest in area, 
but also contains 
the 
greatest 
number of graves. July I last the 
number of bodies in that ceme­ 
tery was 35,380, of which 4713 
have never been identified. Most 
of the unknown 
soldiers were 
victims of the Civil War. 
The smallest national cemetery 
is at Balls Bluff, near Leesburg, 
Virginia, which is about half an 
acre in extent and contains the 
bodies of one knowm and 24 un­ 
known! dead.
